A WONDERFUL SCENE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wastineron, D. C., Feb. 2.—A lookefon at 
the meeting of the Electoral Commission to- 
day must have been struck With the thought 
that ours is a very elastic system of Govern- 
ment, bending itself with wonderful readiness 
to new adaptations and sudden changes. Here 
is a new wheel put into an old machine, never 
intended for its reception, and yet the cogs and 
pinions seem to fit perfectly, and the machine 
runs smoothly on without jar or friction. The 
Commission takes up the novel task of making 
a President as quictly as if it were an every-day | 
affair. At the appointed hour the members of 
the tribunal drop into their places, the lawyers 
arrange their books and papers, and the pro- 
ceeding begins. There is nothing novel, demon- 
strative, or dramatic about it. One might sup- 
pose 
THIS STRANGE OUTGROWTH OF POLITICAL EX- 

CITEMENT 
and threatened revolution were as firmly rooted 
in the foundations of the Government as the 
Supreme Court itself. 

The arrangemeut of the court-room has been 
changed since the first meeting of the 
Commission. It was found inconvenient 
for the Commissioners to sit around sa 
table and listen to the arguments of 
counsel, for whatever position a speaker 
might take upon the floor he would be talking 
ing at the backs of his listeners. The bench has 
therefore been arranged for the chairs of the

Justice Clifford sits in the centre, flanked by the 
other fcur Justices, and the room is arranged as 
described in to-day’s Trinunz without the bar. 
The comfortable sofas provided for visitors to 
the Supreme Court are assigned to the general 
public, admitted on cards procured from the 
Marshal of the Commission. 

There was no crowd this morning, the session 
lasting nearly an honr before all the seats were 
filled. The oid gallery that has becn tenantless 
and dusty for thirty vears, the place where were 
reported the speeches of Webster, Clay, and 
Calhoun, when the room was the Senate Cham- 
ber, has been fitted ap for the newspaper cor- 
respondents. It, too, was but comfortably 
filled to-day. People scem to have settled down 
upon the belief that the proceedings of the 
Commission are going to be 

DRY AND TEDIOUS 
like a chancery suit, with no dramatic incidents 
to relieve the monotony, and they evidently 
care nothing about witnessing these. 

Among the lawyers and Congressmen who sat 
at the baize-covered table within the bar were 
William M. Evarts, Charles O’Conor, Jeremiah 
8. Black, E. W. Stoughton, Stanley Matthews, 
Lyman Trumbull], Matt nter, Samuel 
Shellabarger, David Dudley Field, William E. 
Chandler, Richard H. Merrick, Senators Sher- 
man and Sargent, and Representatives Tucker, 
Jenks, Kasson, and McCrary. The Secretaries

tion of State authorities and election officers, 
Justice Clifford asked the Democratic counsel 
when they wanted to offer @yidence adding that 
he did not mean to decide by this question 
whether the Commission would receive evi- 
dence. Mr. Merrick re that his side would 
like to offer such as they Bad ready before the 
arguments of counsel. EMI, for the Repub- 
licans, said they had nom® to offer unless it 
should be decided that evidence will be admit- 
ted. After a short collogay among the Com- 
missioners an adjournment was ordered until 
to-morrow morning. 

It is plain that the Commission eannot go a 
step further until it marks dun the boundarics 
of its power. Counsel are groping in the dark 
as long as these boundaries ate wholly a matter 
of speculation. If the Commission cannot go 
back of the returns, then the ſasue is reduced to 
avery narrow compass, and all the 
of fraudulent voting, violence, intimidation, 
alterations of returns, and improper rejection of 
precincts or counties are wholly irrelevant. 

FIELD'S IMPUDENCE 

After Mr. McCrary had epneluded, Judge 
Clifford asked a question of the counsel about 
the order of speaking to-morrow.

The Old Fort of San Marco and Its 
Dungeons. 


A Negro Faneral in the Historical Catholic Cathe- 
dral---Seones In and Out of Chareh. 
A Land of Tropical Delights.

the- way pook the current of life moves lazily. | 


Everything here is old and quaint. Now and 
then the tide comes reluctantly up the Matan- 
gas River, and, reaching the strange and for- 
gotten mystery of St. Augustine, sinks back- 
ward softly and reverently into its natural 
resting-place, the eternal sea. The fleet-footed 
gales, which sweep eagerly down the coast, and 
toss the billows into a rage of foam, and leave 
them to die out revengeless upon the long, 
white reaches of sand,—even these pause in 
their career at the low-lying Anastasia Island, 
and if they ever touch the ancient Spanish 
town beyond, their breath is only 
gentle, and subdued, and respectful. 
I do not say this of my own knowledge or infer- 
ence, but I give it as told to me by theweather- 
beaten old Minorean pilot, while we were rock- 
ing on the wild waves underneath the white 
wall of the fort; and the little sail flapped with 
a rapturous accent of corroboration. 
Sr. AUGUSTINE 
can be best described by saying that it is like 
nothing else. It is certainly not an American 
town; it ise not even a modern town; itisa 
relic. Strolling along the old sea-wall, with 
the Plaza and the Government Palace, the 
ancient convent, the crumbling fort, and the 
strange-shaped houses, and the narrow, 
crooked streets, all in full view, one 
can scarcely believe that he is in 
active, progressive, new-fangled America. It 
is fortunate that St. Augustine was planted 
here, for here, perhaps, of all the locations in 
this broad country, could it alone have survived 
the rapid changes of time and life. Here it is 
in a measure tsolated from the world—at least it 
has been so until within the past few vears, 
since the railroad-to the St. Johp’s River has 
been in operation; and even now Its absence of 
business facilities is its salvation from the 
speculator and the immigrant. How long the 
town will so remain it is difficult to foretell; 
but, at the present rate, it should be preserved 
in ite present character by the authority of 
Government or the State as a memento of tne 
earliest attempts at colonizing the New World. 
THE TOWN 
is about seventy miles from Jacksonville by 
traveled ways, and is reached by steamer from 
that place to Tocol, whence the railroad before 
mentioned transfers passengers across the fii- 
teen miles of land between the St. John’s 
and the ocean. Formerly the land-passage was 
made by stage. Of late years a trumway bas 
been constructed, which has recently been ad- 
vanced to the dignity of a railroad. St. Augus- 
tine itself consists of four principal streets rup- 
ning parallel with the beach, from which the 
town is separated by a long, narrow island, the 
inner sound or strait being termed the Matanzas 
River. These four streets are intersected by 
numerous smaller streets or lanes at irregular 
intervals. This is the outline of the town in the 
briefest language; but to convey any idea of the 
appearance of the streets and houses to one who 
has never seen them is difficult. It may be 
stated, to begin with, that all the streets, in- 
cluding Tolemato, St. George, Charlotte, and 
Bay, are narrow and tortuous, seldom more 
than fifteen feet in width, and often too small 
for vehicles. In fact, in the good old days of 
Spanish rule, no vehicles were allowed on the 
streets, which were neatly paved with shells 
and concrete, traces of these materials being yct 
visible. There are no stores such as may be 
found in other American towns of the same 
size, but there are plenty of little, dark, con- 
tracted shops occupyitig the lower floors of the 
dwelling houses of old-fashioned coutour. In 
my rambles th h the town I have found but 
one modern brick house. The others, with the 
exception of several mansions recently erected b 
New York millionaires, are either — wit 
antique shape, or are the 
GENUINE OLD CoQUENA BUILDINGS 
that have come down from former ages un- 
changed in all their characteristics. Coquina, it 
need scarcely be explained, is the name given to 
a species of rock, formed by the action of time 
and tide out of millions of Mttle 
sea-shells. It is quarried on Anastasia 
Island, and has recently come agnrin into 
favor. after a disuse of over a century. The 
coguina walls, when erected, were generally 
coated thickly with lime, and were thus rendcr- 
ed extremely durable. 

The exterior of one of these old Spanish 
houses is strikingly interesting. It always abuts 
the street, and, together with its lofty garden- 
wall, efféctually shuts from the vulgar gaze the 
domestic affairs. A deeply-arched, low door- 
way affords exit to the street, and the door is 
generally adorned with a huge iron-knocker, 
such as may yet be seen attached to some of the 
older houses of Philadelphia. There is seidom 
a window on the ground-floor, except in cases 
where the house has been riated 
for business uses, and 
then has evidently been constructed at a com- 
paratively recent date. The roof always juts 
out towards the garden, forming balconies. 
None of the older houses, so far as [ have seen, 
have balconies overhanging the street. The 
Donnas and Senoritas were too carefully watched 
in those davs; they had not such opportunities 
for street flirtation as have their fair descend- 
ants. Str conies ‘are found on many of 
the frame dwellings, which, of course, have no 
great age. As for the roofs, they invariably 
slope upward ata steep incline, and there is 
searcely room for the inevitable dormer window 
which is generally heavily shuttered.

A Confederate 
monument, in honor of the citizens who feil in 
fighting for the lost cause, adorns St. George 
street. 

St. Augustine is much frequented by North- 
ern people during the winter. and several fine 
residences have been erected by wealthy men of 
New York. Among them may be mentioned 
that of Henry Ball, of Ball, Black & Co., cost- 
ing about $50,000, that of John Howard, costing 
$30,000, and of W. H. Aspinwall, costing 
$25,000. The number of visitors last winter 
was about 10,000.

The Oldest Stone Tools Yet Found. 

One of the problems which geologists now 
propose to themselves is to ascertain definitely 
whether the existence of man befvre the close 
of the glacial epoch can be certainly proved. 
The method of proof consists in the examina- 
tion of formations older than those of that 
epoch, in the hope of finding’ in them bones or 
implements of human origin. Mr. 8.. B. J. 
Skertchly thinks he has done this. In the val- 
ley-sides around the Town of Brandon, in Eu- 
Claud. “are preserved patches of brick-earth, 
which are valuable as affording the only work- 
able clay in the distri:t.

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A sample of the economy and retrench- 
ment in public expenditures enforced by the 
Democratic branch of Congress was forcibly 
cited yesterday by Judge Kruuxy, of Penn- 
sylvania, in the course of the debate on the 
Legislative Appropriation bill.

The Illinois Legislature seems to have ro- 
covered at last from the effects of electing a 
United States Senator. It met yesterday 
with a quorum, end a large number of bills— 
good, bad, and indiffererft—were introduced 
in both Houses. In two of them, at least, 
Chicago has a special interest, viz., in 
the establishment of Appellate Courts, 
which, we presume, was suggested by the 
Bar Association and designed to relieve the 
Cook County courts; and also in the pre- 
posed amendment to the Registry law, which 
shall restore the provisions of the law as 
they were three years ago, and increase the 
penalties for illegal voting.

If the law 
is of any value in preventing election 
frauds, then it should be so enlarged that 
the charter elections in the spring shall have 
the same protection as the general State elec- 
tions in the fall. There is more danger 
from fraud in the former than in the latter, 
as Chicago knows by sad experience. 
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The exorbitance of the terminal charges 


for handing grain in this city-is again under 
discussion, now that the trade is not so 
brisk, It has been suggested that the eleva- 
tor men in this matter are something like the 
darkey whose roof leaked,—-when it was dry 
it didn’t need fixing, and when it rained he 
couldn't do it.

ESCAPE FROM THE OREGON BREAKERS. 
Now that the determination of the Presi- 
dential contest has been committed to the 
Court whose decision is to be final, and is 


practically withdrawn from the control of 


contending parties, it may be well to state 
some of the considerations which inclined 


Republicans, in and out of Congress, to move 


for this arbitration. The whole Republican 
and the Democratic parties stand committed 
of record, made within the last four years, 
that Congress by law has the power to regu- 
late, control, and direct in all matters per- 
taining to counting the vote for President 
and Vice-President. In the absence of any 
such action or regulation by Congress, it has 
been claimed quite generally by Republicans 
that the power to count the votes and de- 
clare the result is vested in the President 
of the Senate. There are others who 
claim for the President of the Sen- 
ate the exclusive power to count the 
Electoral votes. But at no time, 
under any circumstances, has it ever been 
claimed by any lawyer that the President of 
the Senate has any other than a ministerial 
authority to open the certificates and count 
those which bear upon their face the authen- 
tification required by law, that of the Execu- 
tive of the State. No one has claimed for 
him the right to exercise judicial power. No 
one has claimed for him the power to go be- 
hind the duly-authenticated certificate of the 
Governor and set it aside, or to count another 
not so certified in its place, or to reject all 
certificates from a State on the ground of 
illegality in form or in the election. What, 
then, was the inevitable result in case the 
counting of the votes had been devolved upon 
the President of the Senate without any pre- 
vious directions from Congress? He would 
find in his possession certificates of Electoral 
votes given by the Electors of thirty-eight 
States. Each of these thirty-eight certificates 
would have, as the law requires, the certifi. 
cate by the Governor of the State that the 
persons voting therein were the Elect- 
ors duly appointed in that State. 
He would have, in ition, other pa- 
pers purporting to be certificates of the 
votes by Electors in several of the States, —at 
least four States. These papers would all 
lack the Governor’s certificate that such per- 
sons were appointed Electors. Under these 
circumstances, the President of the Senate 
could not, as a ministerial officer, claim that 
he was bound to follow the Governor's cer- 
tificate in thirty-seven States ahd not do so 
in the thirty-eighth. Having no judicial 
authority, he could not depart from the letter 
of the law in the case of any one of the 
thirty-eight States. The Governor's certifi- 
cate, which was accepted as conclusive in 
the cases of Louisiana, Florida, and South 
Carolina, would be equally conclusive in the 
case of Oregon. He would then have to 
count the only certificate from that State 
attested by the Governor, and this would 
have admitted the Cronin vote, and Tun 
would be elected. Had he done otherwise, 
he would have usurped a judicial power 
which it is confessed he does not possess ; 
and then, instantly, the House of Repre- 
sentatives would have passed a resolution 
reciting that no legal vote had been counted 
from Oregon, and thet there was no election 
by the Electoral Colleges, and then, calling 
the roll of States, would have elected Tripewn.

COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 

We print this morning a communigation 
on the subject of compulsory education, in 
which the author assumes that a new effort 
is to be made this winter in the Illinois 
Legislature to secure a law compelling 
parents and guardians to send their children 
to school. He then proceedsto antagonize 
the proposition. We were not aware that 
any movement had been taken to revive the 
subject in the Legislature, but we hope that 
it is so, or, if not so already, that the absurd 
opposition to it embodied in the communi- 
cation we print will only serve to suggest the 
matter for favorable consideration. It would 
be gratifying to have Dlinois among the first 
States of the Union to adopt a system which, 
sooner’ or later, will obtain throughout the 
entire nation to the great benefit of the Re- 
public. Of course, it should be understood 
by those who have never given the subject 
any consideration that it is not proposed to 
compel the attendance of children at 
any particular school, whether public or 
private, but only to require that all children 
of a certain age—say between 8 and 14 
years—shall be given the benefit of a certain 
amount of elementary education. It will be 
alaw to prevent parents from depriving 
children of the opportunity to acquire the 
rudiments of an education; those who are 
in a position to send their children to private 
schools may do so if they see fit; the public 
schools will be open to all who are not other- 
wise cared for. The campulsory feature 
does not apply to any class of schools, but 
merely to the general necessity that every 
child shall have some schooling, the extent 
thereof being gauged at least by the qualifi- 
cations requisite to an intelligent exercise of 
the suffrage and participation im a republic- 
an form of government. ) 

The objections to the system which are 
gratuitously urged by our correspondent are 
neither new nor importent. He speaks of 
it as encroachment on individual rights, 
and an interference with the duties 
or privileges of parents or guardi- 
ans. It is no more an encroachment 
than the exercise of governmental authority 
in any case where it is deemed for the gen- 
eral good, and only an interference to com- 
pel those parents and guardians to do their 
duty who would otherwise neglect it. The 
inf crence is not warranted that enforced in- 
tel lectual training will be followed by en- 
fred moral and religious training, since the 
compulsion extends only to the requirement 
that there shall be a certain amount of train- 
ing, leaving it to individual circumstances, 
judgment, and choice, how and by what 
methods such training shall be given. The 
interest of the State does not extend to any 
religious dogma or any code of morals, but it 
is vital to the peace and progness of the na- 
tion that its citizens shall all bnve the means 
of acquiring at least the elementary instruc - 
tion necessary to elevate them above the 
brute creation. If there were a certain con- 
dition of things which added yearly larger 
numbers of blind citizens, and the State 
could change it by interference, no one 
would call such interference an en- 
ceroachment,” but would demand it as 
the imperative duty of the State. But the

(where ignorance and priestcraft also hold a 
large sway) sought to arrest the progress of 
Germany, she sacrificed a powerful dynasty, 
and was placed back into a second rank af- 
ter a disastrous war. England took warn- 
ing, and six years ago inaugurated a system 
of compulsory education which has already 
worked such excellent results that the num- 
ber of children attending school in the 
great city of London has actually been 
doubled under its operations. 

It is scarcely worth while to argue a ques- 
tion of policy with a person who is so igno- 
rant of facts as our correspondent shows 
himself to be. His statement that the 
benefit from compulsory education will 
not be what is claimed is not en- 
titled to much consideration, since he 
so ignorantly distorts historical facts ; 
and the objection that the State has already 
more work than it can well do is best an- 
swered by the statement that it will have 
less work to do when it deals only with per- 
sons who have secured in youth the basis for 
acquiring education all through life. As the 
intelligence and character of citizens in- 
crease, the tasks of Government are dimin- 
ished. We hope arenewal of the discussion 
will direct the attention of the Illinois Leg- 
islature anew to compulsory education. 


recently given to the world a fac-simile of a 
most unique and interesting document, being 
an Egyptian Hieratic papyrus of the reign of 
Rameses III., of the twentieth dynasty, who 
flourished over 1,000 years before Cuntst’s 
time. This old historical gem is about 139 
feet in length by sixteen and a half inches 
wide, is beautifully written by four scribes, 
and has three brightly-colored vignettes to 
illustrate its text. It was found under the 
floor of a tomb on the site of the palace of 
Ramesses and of the temples of Ammon, and 
was purchased by the British Museum in 
1873. It records many of the events in the 
life of that great monarch who played check- 
ers with Ists, and was ungallant enough to 
win that lady's golden kerehief and send her 
back disconsolate to Hades. The papyrus is 
principally devoted to the munificent dona- 
tions of Rameses to the temples of the 
gods in Thebes, Memphis, and Heliopo- 
lis,—the three great Oapitals of Egypt, 
—and the lavish and reckless man- 
ner in which he squandered gold, silver, 
gems, slaves, cattle, doves, linen, sandals, oil, 
galleys, statues, dates, salt, onions, feathers, 
ox hides, and other miscellaneous bric-a-brac 
and objects of ‘‘bigotry and virtue used in 
the worship of gods, is calculated to make 
the mouths of the Trustees of modern 
churches, colleges, and charitable institu- 
tions water to the extent of a very deluge, 
and to inspire them with the wish that that 
peculiarity of Egyptian civilization which 
could produce a Rameszes might exist now, 
and raise up some modern Rameszs with 
means equivalent to his disposition. In this 
papyrus, Rameses tells his own story. At 
this distance of time it is not possible to es- 
timate the exact weight to be placed upon 
his statements, how much he exaggerates, or 
how much of his record of the Ramesesian 
donation parties is truth; but making the 
customary margin for lying, or perhaps with 
more deference to Raweses we should call it 
exaggeration, even then his frequent gifts to

IS HE INSANE?

BLoomincTon, III., Feb. 2—If Pierson, the 
self-accused murderer of Gen. Murray McCon- 
nell, of Jacksonville, who was murdered in 
February, 1869, is insane, there is certainly a 
wonderful method in his madness, for, so far 
as it it can be investigated here, his story bears 
comparison with fact. To-day it turns out that 
Pierson first made his confession tothe Rev. 
W. P. McElfresh, pastor of the M. E. Church. 
of Bloomington, on Tuesday of last week. To 
McElfresh, for whom fhe sent, he said that 
he remembered having seen him near 
eld; that his crime so oppressed 
mind that lie was becoming 
unbearable; that the shadow of Murray McCon- 
nell is continually, night and day, in his dreams, 
and in his hours of wakefulness before his eyes. 
He asked Mr. McElfresh if there could be hope 
of salvation for so hardened a sinner who, since 
the hour of the murder, had been an outcast, 
passing from one crime to another.

CHANGE OF VENUB. 

Brower introduced a bill repealing the law 
providing for changes of venue before Justices 
of the Peace. 

BANK REPORTS. 

Kopfin’s Bank bill, introduced to-day, requires 
all banks doing business under State charter to 
make quarterly reports, verified by oath of the 
President or Cashier. The report shall show in 
detail the Habilities and resources, and shall be 
published in some newspaper of the town or city 
where the bank is located. 

MORE COURTS. 

The Bar Association bill, providing for Appel- 
late Courts, intermediate between the Circuit 
and Supreme Courts, was introduced to-day. 

DESERTED WIVES. 

Matthews introduced a bill for the relief of 
deserted wives. It makes it a misdemeaner for 
amarried man to desert his wife without just 
cause, and makes the penalty fine not exceeding 
$500 and imprisonment not exceeding one year, 
nor less than thirty days. The fine is to be for 
the benefit of the wife. 

SIDEWALKS. 

The Bar Association’s Sidewalk bill was intro- 
duced to-day. 

SOUTHERN NORMAL INSTITUTE.

THE RAILROADS, 


CENTRAL RAILROAD OF IOWA. 

Mr. J. B. Grinnell, Receiver and General Man- 
ager of the Central Railroad of Iowa, has just 
submitted the annual report of the road under 
his charge to the Judges of the United States 
Circuit Court of Iowa. The report shows that 
the gross earnings of the road for 1876 were 


$717.526.49, and the expenses, $667,978.58, For 
new construction, not ,included in the above ac- 
count, there has been expended $49,500.38. In 
regard to this the Receiver says: 


It would have been a pleasant duty to have paid 
off the indebtedness of the Company, rather than 
to have entered upon new construction, had such 
a course comported with what was due the public 
and the — ey ter of this railroad property. A 
safe track is the first maxim in railway manage- 
ment, which is now reasonably assured. Reduced 
grades and lengthened side-tracks will cheapen 
transportation and facilitate business, and the 
seven new stations, reducing distances between 
each from twelve and fourteen miles to six and 
seven miles, will save time in the 
trains, and stimulate local business. Steam intro- _ 
duced in pumping water, sawing, and planing will 
prove a wise economy. 

The report also states that: 


The last season was a severe trial to machine 
and iron by reason of heavy rainfall], and invol 
a large outlay for ballast and ditching.

Cuxnxenneg, Wyo,, Jan. 20.—Referring to my 
letter of Jan. 15, you will see that I gave the 
estimated yield of gold from the Black Hills as 
$3,000,000. You will agree with me that ft is 
difficult to arrive at accurate results as to the 
yield of gold from any new mining district 
during the first year, as everything is against 
correct results, 

One who has never attempted to obtain data 
for such calculation can haye but little ides of 
the work necessary to arrive at even approxi 
mate results. Persons will either refuse alto- 
gether to give vou the required information, or 
give you erroneous ideas; this arises from a de- 
sire to keep secret the results of their work. 

Since I wrote you last, I have seen several 
estimates which J consider erroneous; nor do 
they give the basis of 3 n, they 
being evidently guess work.“ may or may 
not have had the best opportunities, yet I will 
give you the result of my observations, and 
then you can judge for yourself. We will ex- 
amine the subject in detail:

As near as I can ascertain the gold received in 
Chicago came through all these sources, so that 
this amount cannot be taken into consideration, 
as it would make an error in calculation.

The above, of course, are estimates, which I 
have based upon the best information I could 
obtain while in the Hills. According to the 
above we have a difference of $162,000 on the 
basis of $2,000,000. To this $1,838,000 must be 
added the amount taken from the outside min- 
ing camps, which I have not enumerated above, 
and of which no reliable estimate can be had, 
and the amountof silver taken from Bear Butte 
and other silver mines. Nov to either set, or both, 
an unknown amount of dust buried by the min- 
ers, until such a time as they shall return to the 
States; this has not, nor can it properly enter 
into any calculation, with the above. 

Either way we approach the subject, the re- 
sult is about the same, viz.: $2,000,000 as the 
total; it may be more, but there is this much 
accounted for, 

While we are on figures, let us compare the 
above estimates with those of the older gold- 
producing States and Territories. 

California, with a superficial area of 
158,687 square miles, produced in 
1848 (estimated) $ 3, 

In 1840 (returns manifested) 4. 

In 1850 (returns manifested) 27, 

These are the first three years of the Califor- 
nia gold fever. It is difficult, at this late date, 
to calculate the exact amount of gold kept in 
the hands of miners, as specimens, and as a cir- 
culating medium, du the first year oe, 
but suppose we place the amount at $1 
(which is a liberal estimate), we have then 
$4,000,000 as the yield of gold in 1848. Taking 
into account all amounts which usually es- 
cape the official returns, and also the amounts 
buried by the miners until their retur to the 
States, the most liberal estimates of these, 
added to the official returns, can hardiy place 
the yield of gold from this State over 
8100, 000,000. 

Nevada, with a superficial area of 80,289 — 
miles, * from her placer-mines from 
1549, the year of the discovery, to 1850, when 
they ceased porting tem, both years inclusive, 
only 000. T was produced, however, 
mostly by Chinese miners, of whom there were 
only about 200 inthe mines. It will be remem- 
bered, also, that the placers of Nevada were 
never very remunerattve, and that they de- 
creased in the amount of yield as we approach 
the final year, 1559.

With the exception ef 6 or 7 per cent of the 
above yield, all of it should be credited to t 
Comstock lead. 
Oregon, in 1866, only produced

This heavy increase in her yield was produced 
by the discovery of Alder Gulch, which fur- 
n the bulk of the increase, although sever- 
al new gulches and placers furnished a portion. 

It is impossible to give a correct estimate of 
the yield from Colorado for the year 1859, her 
first year, but the most liberal estimate would 
hardly place it above $300,000; the entire yield, 
including the 88 nine years, from 
1859 to 1868, was only 000,000; of course 
there are several causes which it is not neces- 
saay to enumerate here which operated fatally 
against any large yield from Colorado during 
these years. 

I hardiy think it necessary to give any more 
comparative figures, as the above will suffice. 

The Black Hills proper have a superficial area 
of about 6,000 square miles. The bulk—we 
might almost say all—of the gold produced 
thus far from the Hills is from placer mines; 
the quartz interest has as yet hardly begun to 
be developed.

Hovor bro, Sandwich Islands, Jan. 8.—This 


evening I was invited to the office of a prom- 
inent firm in business here to listen to a remark- 
able story concerning a sea-serpent. I found 
in the back room two gentlemen of my acquaint- 
ance and a third whom I did not know,a 
bronzed-featured, full-bearded man about 50 
years of age. He was introduced to me as Capt. 
Fowler, ot the brig Albatross, which had just 
arrived from a trading expedition to the South 
Pacific. On the round table in the centre of the 
room was the log-book of the Albatross; there 
were also four glasses, a pitcher of water, and a 
square bottle containing Holland gin.

House of Lords. Six years later he succeeded 
Lord Rockingham as the head of the Adminis- 
tration, but was compelied to resign on account 
of divisions in his Cabinet, after occupying the 
place but a single year. The remainder of his 
life was spent principally in retirement on his 
estate at Bowoods. 4

SWISS GYMNASIUMS. 

From a late statistical report on the present 
condition of the higher schools of Switzerland, 
published by Prof. H. Wirz, of Zurich, we learn 
that there are eightecn Gymnasiums in the 
German Cantons, besides the Real-Gymnasium 
in the City of Zurich. In one, that at Basel, the 
course extends through nine years; in five 
others, it extends through eight years; in 
three, through seven years; in four, six and a 
half years; and, in the remainder, through six 
years. In these last, the philosophical course is 
dispensed with. Religious teaching is im- 
parted in all ths institutions; but 
attendance at this institution is obligatory 
only in Basel, Berne, Aaras, and Zurich. 
The English and Italian langu are optional, 
except in Sdlothurn, where Italian is compul- 
sory, and in Schaffhausen, where the Englisa is 
enforcea. French is obligatory in all the Gym- 
nasiums except five, and Philosophy is 
in nine. The largest proportion of time im all 
the schools is given to the study of Latin,—the 
number of hours weekly 8 from sixty- 
seven in Basel to thirty-six Zug. In the 
Prussian Gymnasiums the number of hours 
weekly devoted to Latin is eighty-six; in the 
Bavarian Real-Gymnasiunis, ninety-six. 

Greek occupies from pape Rha may to eighteen 
hours weekly in the Swiss schools, and 1 a 
tory only in seven of them. In the r 
the Greek may be exchanged for any modern 
lan - In the Prussian schools Greek is 
studied forty-two hours weekly fora period of 
nine years. Mathematics claim in Switzerland 
from mag Rar hours in Burgdorf to eighteen 
hours in Altorf. Natural Science is everywhere 
taught except in Engelberg and Altorf. but the 
number of hours it claims Prof. Wirz does not 


state. 
It may be mentioned, in connection with the 


— — of the Swiss schools, that the disturbed 
condition of Southeastern Europe has had a 
considerable effect upon the Zurich Polytechni- 
cum and University. In both schools the at- 
tendance has been much less than usual during 
the winter-semester, and in the first named in- 
stitution is wholly accounted for by the absence 
of Roumanian, Greek, and Serb students. 


OSTRICH-FARMING. 

For a century past a few tame ostriches have 
been kept among the Dutch farmers at Cape 
Colony, in Africa, for the sake of their feathers; 
but it is only within twenty years that the en- 
terprise of ostrich-farming has been developed 
into a systematic industry. The first ostrich 
hatched in confinement in the Cape Colony 
chipped the sbell, according to Mr. Mosenthal 
(“ Ostriches and Ostrich-Farming,”’ by Julius 
de Mosenthal and James Edmund Horting— 
London, Trubnes & Co.), about ten years 
ago. In 1865 there were only eighty tame 
ostriches in the country; in 1875 there were

BLOOD-IDENTIFICATION. 

The science of Medical Microscopy is being 
studied with great activity at the present time, 
and one of the most interesting questions with- 
in its scope is that relating to the possible 
identification of human blood in distinction 
from that of other mammals. It is contended 
by some authorities that there are no means 
now known to Science by which the blood of 
man can be certainly distinguished from that, 
for instance, of the dog, 


the affair is quite possible, and indeed that it is 
an accomplishel fact. More than this, they 
dare to assert that the identification may in all 
cases be so sure as to be admitted, where need- 
ed, as trust worthy testimony in criminal cases. 
The American Law- Register gave in a late num- 
ber an interesting article upon this point of the 
subject, written by Dr. R. U. Piper, and aecom- 
panicd with illustrations dy the author.

Tne methods practiced in the investigations 
and measurements were calculated with the 
greatest care to insure accuracy, and gave an 
average as follows. Human blood-corpuscles 
measured 1-8, 6 of an inch, 0077,74 millime- 
tres. Dog’s blood-corpuscles measured 1-3,687 
of an inch, 0068,89 millimetres. 

Gulliver, the authority followed by Dr. Carpen- 
ter, and Richardson, gives: Human 
blood, 1 of an inch, 40 millimetres.

There were many strange entries in the ledger and 
collateral books, which the Secretary said could 
only be explained by the President, who was always 
away or elsc without the necessary memoranda. 
The business bas been loosely conducted. and 
notices for Directors’ meetings served too late on 
all wiloee absence was desired, and the Secretary 
has not attended the meetings, as required by law. 
The Company failed to prove to the Actuary their 
ownership of coupon bonds produced, orto sub- 
mit for examination the mortgeges which the Com- 
pany is supposed to hold. The deficit ie set down 
in Fackler's report at $421,500, but it is feared it 
will prove to be much larger, and Fackler stated 
subsequently to making his report thet the de- 
ficiency might probably be increased 300,000 to 
$200, 000.
